You  can  safely  plant  any  time  the  ground  is  not  frozen,  we  do  not  recommend  fall  planting  earlier 
than  November  1st,  but  from  that  date  until  frozen  ground  prevents  in  the  north,  and  all  winter  in  the 
south,  you  can  plant.  In  spring  you  can  usually  plant  until  the  forest  trees  are  nearly  in  full  leaf.

Quick  upright  growing,  early  maturing  varieties 
are  used  as  fillers,  planting  between  standards  to  make  20  feet  apart;  fillers 
to  be  removed  when  the  standard  trees  require  the  room  (12  to  18  years). 
This  requires  28  standard  and  82  fillers  to  the  acre.  .We  recommend  for 
Fillers: — Yellow  Transparent,  Duchesse  of  Oldenburg,  Wealthy,  Grimes 
Golden,  McIntosh  and  'Wagner.
